RULE  XIII. 

Thk  Charity  of  this  Society  sball  ho  opphed  in  the 
following  manner,  viz  : — The  Committee  ol  Charity,  or 
a  majority  of  them,  shall  have  power  to  draw  orders  on 
the  Treasurer  for  the  time  heing,  payable  to  such  poor 
persons  as  they  shall  judge  proper  ohjects  of  the  Soci- 
ety's charity,  which  the  Treasurer  shall  immediately 
pay.  Provided  always,  that  a  preference  be  given  to  the 
natives  of  England,  or  their  widows,  and  descendants  of 
Englishmen.  And  if  any  particular  cases  of  distress 
should  present  themselves,  either  to  the  said  Conmiiitee, 
or  any  other  Member  of  this  Society,  it  is  agreed  that 
the  same  be  laid  before  the  ensuing  Quarterly  meeting, 
for  their  benevolent  consideration. 
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RULE  XIV. 

The  Treasurer  for  the  time  being,  shall  out  of  the 
Society's  stock,  from  time  to  time,  furnish  himself  with 
such  books  as  are  essential,  wherein  he  shall  regularly 
enter  all  the  siuns  of  Money  received  or  directed  to  be 
paid,  agreeably  to  the  Rules,  together  with  the  Name.5

The  foregoing  Rules  shall  be  deemed  the  Fund^ 
mental  Articles  and  Rules  of  the  Society,  and  shall  nc,: 
be  altered  or  abrogated,   otherwise  than  by  the   conser.t 
of  two-thirds  of  the  Members  present,  at  any  Quarterly 
or  Anniversary  Meeting.

In  addition  to   the  foregoing,    the  following  RULEL 
were  passed  on  the  8th  January^  1839. 

1.     No  Member  of  this  Society  shall  make  object 
tions  to  any  Office  in  the   Society  to  which  he  shall  b 
regularly  appointed.     Any   Member  being  appointed  t.  . 
the  Office  of  President,  and  refusing  to  act,  shall  forfei  ' 
Twenty  Shillings— Vice  President,  Fifteen   Shillings- 
and  all  other  Officers  Ten  Shillings  each,  for  the  us 
of  the  Society. 

2.  The  Society  shall  have  a  St.  George's  Banner 
Ensign,  and  such  other  Insignia  as  may  be  thought  re 
quisite,  which  sliall  be  voted  for  by  a  majority,  and  pre  * 
cured  with  the  Funds  of  the  Society. 

3.  Two  Members  of  the  Society  shall  be  chose 
m  the  usual  way,  to  fill  the  Office  of  Standard  Bearer  " 
—whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  carry  the  St.  George's  Bar 
ner  on  all  public  occasions— to  take  care  of  and  keep  i 

a  place  of  security  appointed  by  the  Society,  the  variou  : 
Insignia  connected  therewith— and  to  atte'nd  the  balk- 
box  on  the  regular  nights  of  meeting. 
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4.  The  Standard  Bearers  shall  be  furnished  with 
Sashes  passing  over  the  shoulder,  and  having  a  socket 
for  the  staff  of  the  Banner— of  such  design,  preserving 
the  National  Colours  of  England,  as  the  Society  may 
approve,  which  shall  be  provided  at  the  expense  of,  and 
belong  to  the  Society. 

6.  On  every  regular  night  of  Meeting,  the  St. 
George's  Banner  shall  be  displayed  over  the  President's 
Chair,  and  the  St.  George's  Ensign  over  the  Chair  of 
the  Vice  President.  The  Office  Bearers  at  every 
Quarterly  Meeting  shall  wear  their  Badge  of  Office— a 
Silk  Sash  passing  over  the  shoulder,— of  the  National 
colours,  and.  approved  by  the  Society. 

6.  Every  Member  of  the  Society  shall  be  pro* 
vided  with  an  Emblem  of  the  Design  approved  by  the 
Society,  and  which  on  all  public  occasions  at  which  the 
Society  shall  appear  in  order,  shall  be  displayed  on  the 
left  breast,  to  be  paid  for  by  each  Member. 

The  Office  Bearers  of  the  Society,  in  addition  to 
the  above  Badge,  must  wear  on  all  necessary  and  public 
occasions  in  which  the  Society  may  bear  a  part—their 
Distinguishing  Sashes. 
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
